1s, methinks, a ſort of laudable Ambi- 
tion in the doing it, tho' we fall very 
ſhort of the Original. He who follows 
a Muſe that 1s always Groveling and 
Jaded, may be pretty ſure of floundring 
in the Mud : Impotence or Extrava- 
gance of Imagination, Error of Judg- 
ment, or any other Imperfections what- 
ſoever, are ſo far from being amended, 
by Reading or Copying after Au- 
thors, liable to the ſame Exceptions, 
that they are eſtabliſn'd and increas'd. 
Every one indeed ought to be copy'd 
in his Excellencies, . but avoided 1n his 
Miſtakes, and if we conſider in what 
Milton excell'd, we may find Scope 
enough for the Exerciſe of the moſt 
Luxuriant . Fancy, without Diftortion 
or Confinement, and with this Advan- 
tage to our ſelves, that if we 1mitate 
the very worſt of him, we can ſcarce be

tis Diction, the Vaſtneſs of his Argu- 
ment, and the Tranſpoſition of his 
Words, which in our Language is pe- 
culiar only to himſelf, carry in them 
ſomething ſo inimitably fine and grace- 
ful, that ſo nearly reſembles the Po- 
liteſt of the Greeks and Romans, that 
none but the Politeſt of the Greeks and 
Romans, can preſume to parallel. His 
Epithets are plac'd in ſuch a Manner, 
that the meaneſt Reader, though he 
knows nothing of the Beauties, muſtlay 
the Emphaſis as he ought, His obſolete 
Words are fo far from being Vitious, 
that they are highly commendable ; 
and to write Miltonic in the Modiſh Ex- 
preſſions of the preſent Age, would be 
like drawing the Picture of Queen 
Elizabeth in a Modern Dreſs, which, 
though her Perſon be ſtill the ſame, 
would give her a very different Air, and 
make ſome ſeeming Alteration in the 
very Lineaments of her Face. But if we 
reflect more narrowly on the extenſive 
Fulneſs, the 9 the Sinews,

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of the com pound and de- compound Epi- 
thets and Words in Spencer and Others 
in that Age, ſo well plac'd, as I have 
hinted, in Blank Verſe, it may be no 
ill Conclufion to ſuppoſe we have alter'd 
our Poetical Language for the Worſe : 
Nor is it hard to conjecture, this might 
be Milton's Reaſon for uſing fuch Phra- 
ſes as were old faſhion'd even in his 
time. Beſides, his Reſidence abroad, 
and his adopting ſeveral ſignificant La- 
tin Phraſes into our Language, may'in. 
duce us further to believe he had im- 
bib'd the Notions of ſome of our Neigh- 
bours, who make a confiderable Ditte- 
rence, and perhaps very juſtly, be- 
tween the Language of their Poetry and 
Proſe. Sentiments that are exquiſitely 
noble and ſublime, cannot but be de- 
baſed, when deliver d in a Stile that is 
impotent and infipid; That Vigour, 
that comely Manlineſs which givesa Lu- 
ſtre to heroic Numbers; muſt loſe it ſelf 
extreamly, when cloath'd in a Dreſs 
improper and unbecoming: Nor has 


Rhime 
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Rhime been the leaſt Occaſion of this 
Alteration, fince ſome of our ſtrongeſt. 
Epithets can never be introduc'd into 
that way of Writing, without murder- 
ing the Softneſs of a Cadence, or the 
Harmony of a Sound. One of our moſt 
refin'd Writers tells us, there is a Vari- 
ety of Sexes in Poetry, a Maſculine and 
a Feminine Muſe; and however they 
may have their peculiar Beauties, 
yet if the firſt is to be preferr'd to the 
lait, our Fore-fathers, I am perſwaded, 
generally ſpeaking, muſt be enroll'd in 
that Claſs. Their Language was rough, 
ſtrong and nervous, agreeable to the 
Manners and Sentiments of the Age 
they liv'd in, and Iwiſh, by endeavour- 
ing to poliſh and refine it, we don't 
degenerate into a ſort of Poetical Effe- 
minacy. The Poets of our own Age 
muſt be allow'd to write more delicate 
and correct, but thoſe of the former 
more full and more expreſſive: There 
is a ſort of a melting Tenderneſs in ours 
that perſwades, but an a:

Majeſty in theirs that commands, At- 
tention ; Ours, gently warm the Ima- 
gination, but theirs, like Lightning, in 
an Inſtant, ſtrike us with a certain 
Energy and Violence. 

I have enlarg'd the more upon this 
Head. becauſe I find an Hint in one of 
the * Spedators, as if he took the Old 
Phraſes to be a Blemiſh in Milton and 
his Followers; an Author indeed, whom 
tho' I cannot concur with in this Par- 
ticular, I have no leſs an Eſteem for, 
than any one, who has any Reliſh of 
Letters, ought to have for a Perſon of 
the Politeſt Wit, accompany'd with 
the moſt ſolid Judgment. 

The Subject of the following Poem 
is truly great and noble, fince whoever 
was acquainted with the Character or 
Writings of Mr. Smith, muſt needs al- 
low him to be Maſter of all thoſe Per- 
fections that render a Man compleat : 
He had all the Advantages that Nature 
or Art could beſtow on him, and per- 
haps there was hardly any Man, in any

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Age or any Nation, who was endow'd 
with a greater Capacity or brighter 
Parts, vho was better qualify'd for the 
moſt elaborate Compoſures, or had 
made a more ſolid Improvement of his 
Reaſon. He deſervd a Monument, 
and had had one too, had he been ho- 
nour'd as his Friend Mr. Philips was, 
with a Patron of the ſame Liberality 
and Munificence.
